AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR TESTING MATERIALS.~ 
A meeting of Committee A of the American Sox lety for 
Testing Materials, on Standard Specifications for Iron and 
Steel, was held on Sept. 17 at the house of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, 220 West 57th St., New York 
City, for the purpose of meeting Mr. Leslie 8 
Secretary of the Engineering Standards Committee of 
Great Britain; Dr. Charles B. Dudley, President of the 
American Society for Testing Materials, occupled the 
chair. There were present at the meeting, ac guests of the 
committee, a number of chairmen of committees of other 
societies concerned with work of a similar nature. 

The chairman having called upon Mr. Robertson to ex- 
plain the work of the committee, he briefly touched upon 
the work being carried on by the committee and the 
methods adopted by them. It appeared that the commit- 
tee was first formed at the instigation of the Council of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, to consider the ad- 
vigability of standardizing rolled sections. The work 
of the committee gradually grew in scope and importance, 
and various new eubjects were added from time to time. 
Mr. Robertson explained the constitution of the sub-com- 
mittees, and the representative nature of their member- 
ship. The sub-committees are so constituted as to em- 
body in them representatives of all the various interests 
affected, and where possible, this representation has been 
secured by official nomination and not by private selec- 
tion. Various scientific bodies and trade associations have 
cooperated with the committee in its work. These speci- 
fications have been carefully discussed by the engineer 
and manufacturer meeting around the table of the in- 
stitution, where any conflicting interests have been, as far 
as possible, amicably harmonized. The committee has 
published several reports, one of the most important being 
that on ‘‘Standard Test Pieces.’ The test pieces decided 
upon by the committee appear to go a long way toward 
solving the difficulties surrounding this much debated 
question. The test pieces were arrived at after the most 
careful investigation by several of the committees, and 
after exhaustive experiments by Professor Unwin and 
others. 

Various epeakers expressed their approval of these 
standard test pieces and their conviction that their gen- 
eral adoption in this country would mark a distinct step 
forward. It was the sense of the meeting that substitu- 
tion of these standards for those now prevailing in this 
country was desirable. 

It appears from Mr. Robertson's remarks that the 
Standards Committee has a large amount of vaiuable 
work in hand, and as the committee is supported by the 
British Government and the five leading technical s0- 
cieties in Great Britain, the results of it» work will be 
awaited with great interest by the engineering profes-

NEW YORK RAILROAD CLUB.—At the club’s first 
meeting of the season, held on Sept. 16 at Carnegie Hall, 
154 Wet 57th St., New York City, a paper was read by 
Mr. Gustav Lindenthal on the subject ‘‘F!ange Wear and 
Side Bearingys."’ This paper is reprinted on another page 
of this issue of Engineer ng News. 

The discurs’on of the paper showed an appreciation of 
the theoretical study of flange friction given in the pa- 
per. but some doubt as to whether Mr. Lindenthal’s so- 
lution of the problem, a rocker side-bearing truck, would 
prove eatisfactory. Mr. L. H. Turner (P. & L. E. Ry.) 
expressed the op'n'on that the proper remedy must be one 
which cen be applied to all existing trucks without any 
great changes, whereas the author's remedy is the sub- 
stitution of a new truck. The Pittsburg & Lake Erie Ry. 
has for sore years been experimenting with ball-bearing 
center and site p'ates under heavy freight cars, and the 
resulte were reported to be most encourag'ng. He quoted 
results of tests made on the Er'e Ry. in 1900, and again 
very recently, on the effect of ball-bearing center and 
side plates upon tractive resistance, coal consumption, 
etc. Similar tests were made by the same railway on 
the effect of removing the side bearings in ordinary trucks, 
leaving the cen‘er bearings untouched. In this case a 
reduction in coal burned, per ton of freight, of 29.4% was 
found to result from the removal of the side bearings. The 
details of the tests were not reported, and it did not 
appear by what means the car body was held against 
tipp'ng forces. In recent and very carefully conducted 
testa on the effect of ball-bearing center and side plates, 
compared with p'ain bearings, on a 32-mile run of which 
a fen-mile stretch was used for the calculat’ons, it was 
found that the ball bearings permitted hauling 17% 
greater load with but 5% increase in drawbar pull. Re- 
ducing results to level track, the ba!l bearings gave 22% 
reduction in drawbar pull per ton of train. 

Mr. J. M. Schoonmaker (P. & L. E. Ry.) remarked that 
Mr Lindenthal’s truck involved, as its central feature, 
carrying the load near the sides of the truck. He believes 
it shou'd be carried at the center, because this distributes 
the shocks of service with less straining of the parts. His 
ideal is a frictionless center bearing, rather than the 
frictionless side bearing. He also reported most gratify- 
ing results from the use of ball center and side bearings 
under heavy freight cars; flange wear is almost wholly 
absent. and the truck bearings show deterioration of wear. 
In these bearings the plates are dropforged of steel, while 
the balls are hardened steel. This is claimed to g've the 
proper re'ation of hardness between plates and balls, so 
as to confine all wear to the plates. 

Some further discuseion brought out some skepticism on 
the sub‘ect of ball center bearings. Mr. G. W. West (N. 
Y.. O & W.) gave it as his experience that the balls 
tend to imbed themselves in the plates, thereby destroy- 
ing the ‘‘frict‘on'ess’’ action. Mr. L. R. Pomeroy (Gen- 
eral Electric Co.) referred to observations made some 
years ago on the Michigan Central Ry., that balls having 
only partial rotation, as those in truck bearings, tend to 
wear flat rapidly and thus lose their usefulness. 

The next meeting of the club will be held on Oct. 21, 
with a paper by Mr. J. M. Cherry on ‘‘Ferry Transporta- 
tion.”
